THE GOVERNMENT on Wednesday ann- 
ounced Jordan’s 1986 national budget which 
amounts to JD 923.7 million, registering an 
increase of 12.8 per cent over re-estimated 
figures of the 1985 budget. The budget pro- 
jects a deficit of JD 37.6 million, which the 
government said, will be covered by internal 
and external loans, and through improving - 
revenues and reducing expenditure. 


The figures were announced to 
the Lower House of Parliament by 
Finance Minister Hanna Odeh. 
Dr. Oddi said domestic revenues 
will cover 88 J per cent of the est- 
imated expenditure in 1986 aga- 
inst 80.2 per cent during last year. 

The minister listed allocations 
in the new budget as follows: def- 
ence and security — JD 243.7 mil- 
lion; economic sectors — JD 
2603 million; social and cultural 
sectors — JD 2503 million; and 
finance and administration — JD 
169.4 mflfion. 


” Bolstering national defence and 
promoting Jordan's economic sec- 
tor have teen among the priorities 
given ample attention by foe gov- 
ernment in preparing the 1986 
budget. Dr. Odeh said. 

He said foe government will 
give due concern to strengthening 
foe Armed Forces, modernising

Chief Egyptian delegate Abdul 
Halim Baaawi has said he expects 
a general understanding to eme- 
rge from foe current round of dis- 
cussions. delayed for two months 
by Egypt over foe Ocl 1 air raid 
by Israel on foe Tunis hea- 
dquarters of -foe Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO). 

But an IsraeU delegate told rep- 
orters positions had not changed 
as negotiators, ineluding legal 
experts, met for a second day at a

Taba. a 700-metre enclave on foe 
Gulf of Aqaba held by Israel 
since foe 1967 Middle East war 
and retained in 1 982 when it eva- 
cuated the rest of the Sinai. 

Cairo insists foe dispute should 
go to arbitration while Israel 
stands fast on seeking a bilateral 
corairotnise'. 

The Israeli delegate, asking not 
to be named, said both Egypt and 
Israel had “good” cases. “This is 
why conciliation is more app- 
ropriate.” he added.

Syria pressing for early 
signing of Lebanon accord 


BEIRUT (R) — Syria has res- 
umed its pressure for a far- 
reaching peace pact in Lebanon 
and hopes it may be signed by foe 
end of foe year, political sources 
said on Tuesday. 

They said efforts were under 
way to revive stalled talks between 
foe three main militias which 
began in September with foe aim 
of ending nearly 1 1 years of civil 
war. 

A Beirut newspaper sim- 
ultaneously quoted Syrian Vice- 
President Abdul Halim Khaddam 
as saying a draft accord reached by 
the militias in Oaober "is not 
dead.” 

“We are confident that foe 
three factions remain determined 
to finalise the agreement and 


move to new stage of peace, sec- 
urity and stability.” Mr. Khaddam 
told foe newspaper Al Jou- 
mbouria. 

The peace drive stalled in early 
November amid disagreement 
over foe draft, and has been sid- 
elined since fighting between foe 
Progressive Socialist Party (PSP) 
and Shfiie Amal militias thr- 
eatened to destroy their alliance 
and upset foe power halance in 
Lebanon. 

“Syria hopes this agreement 
will work by foe end of foe year.” 
foe sources said. Other sources 
also said preparations to resume 
talks were under way and hinted 
foe pact ntigbt be finalised this 
month.

Sharon: Despite spying 
Israel is an asset to U.S. 


TEL AVIV ( AP) — Cabinet min- 
ister Ariel Sharon, defending Isr- 
ael’s record as a U3. ally despite a 
spy scandal, claimed Wednesday 
that Israel saved foe United States 
$82 billion in intelligence costs in 
more than three decades. 

Isfaeli officials said U3. justice 
department investigators were 
expected in Israel before foe 
week’s end to question, three Isr- 
aelis implicated in foe case of Jon- 
athan Jay Pollard, a 31-year-old 
civilian navy employee charged 
with selling military documents to 
Israel (See page 2). 

Industry and Trade Minister 
Sharon, whose dose associate 
Rafael Eftan has been named as a 
key figure in tite affair, said he. 
approved of Israel's apology over

“But I think it’s also important 
to know that Israel is not a burden 
or liability. Israel is an asset” Sha- 
ron said in a speech. 

Sharon, a former defence min- 
ister, claimed that Israel has saved 
foe United States $126 billion in 
military expenses. 

He said $82 billion of that figure 
was intelligence and information 
about Soviet weapons systems 
gleaned from at least three Israeli 
wars against Arab states. 

Sharon said the United States 
would have had to spend another 
$44 billion to keep an army in foe 
Middle East if Israel were not pro- 
tecting its interests. He gave no 
mdication of how he readied 
those figures.

14 people, 
including 
2 Israelis, 
killed in 
Bekaa battle 

BEIRUT (Agencies) — Reports 
spoke of an Israeli army attack on 
a Palestinian base in South Leb- 
anon on Wednesday — the second 
in two days — while police said 14 
people, including two Israeli sol- 
diers. were killed in a pitched bat- 
tle between Israeli troops and Pal- 
estinian commandos on Tuesday. 

Beirut Radio said Israeli sol- 
diers staged Wednesday’s raid 
before dawn on a base of foe Pop- 
ular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine-General Command 
(PFLP-GC) in foe Rashaya area 
in eastern Lebanon. But there was 
no confirmation of foe report from 
independent sources and Israeli 
sources in Tel Aviv told reporters 
they did not know anything about 
the raid. 

Lebanese police said Wed- 
nesday 14 men were killed in the 
Israeli attack in the same area on 
Tuesday. 

Tanks and helicopter gunships 
backed Israeli troops in their att- 
ack 20 kilometres north of foe 
border on Tuesday for the eight- 
hour battle at a commando base in 
Lebanon's Bekaa Valley. 

Among the dead were two Isr- 
aeli troops, eight fighters of foe 
PFLP-GC. three Lebanese mil- 
itiamen and one Lebanese army 
soldier, police reported. 

A spokesman at foe police hea- 
dquarters in Beirut, who declined 
to be named, told the AP their 
casualty report was based on inf- 
ormation received overnight from 

S lice stations in foe western 
:kaa sector. 

The Israeli militarycommand in 
Tel Aviv said on Tuesday aft- 
ernoon its forces killed five 
PFLP-GC fighters and captured 
several others in the strike nor- 
theast of Hasbaya. a mainly Druze 
town in foe foothills of Mount 
Hermoa. 

A PFLP-GC communique iss- 
ued in Damascus conceded five 
commandos Vailed and 1 1 missing 
in the battle that raged 10 kil- 
ometres northeast of Israel's 
self-designated “security zone” in 
South Lebanon. 

The communique said many 
Israeli soldiers were killed or 
wounded in the assault waged by 
at least 250 Israeli troops backed 
by eight tanks and six helicopter 
gunships.

Mr. Wazir. in an interview with 
the Jordan Times on Wednesday, 
explained that the derision was 
endorsed after lengthy discussion 
on the negative impacts that foe 
Achiltc Lauro affair left on foe 
Pl.O’s image. 

Mr. Wazir said he telieved that 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat’s 
Cairo Declaration denouncing 
commando attacks outside 
Israeli-occupied Arab territories 
and foe Baghdad derision would 
prevent all incidents similar to the 
hijacking of Achiilc Lauro.

Israeli police say suspects 
arrested in Shehadeh killing 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Israeli police on 
Wednesday arrested several sus- 
pects in foe murder of prominent 
Palestinian lawyer Aziz She- 
hadeh. stabbed io death outside 
his home in foe occupied West 
Bank town of Ramallan on Mon- 
day. military sources said. 

The suspects were local Pal- 
estinians and their motives app- 
eared linked to Mr. Shehadeh' s 
legal and business activities, foe 
sources told Reuters. 

A radical Palestinian group, foe 
Fateh Revolutionary Council of 
Sabri A I Banna (Abu Nidal). on 
Tuesday claimed responsibility in 
Damascus for Shehudeh’s death, 
calling him a hireling of Israel. 

The killing was condemned by 


foe Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) in a statement 
issued in Amman on Tuesday. 

Mr. Shehadeh dropped from 
active politics about four years 
ago. 

He advocated the co- existence 
of Israeli and Palestinian states 
and was prominent among lawyers 
defending Palestinians accused of 
resistance activities. 

In a resistance attack on Tue- 
sday. an Israeli bus was stoned 
near Nablus in the West Bank and 
three passengers were slightly inj- 
ured. military sources said. 

Troops imposed a curfew on the 
'Ain Bet lima refugee camp out- 
side Nablus, the West Bank's lar- 
gest city. 


Reagan speaks of united 
U.S.-Soviet defence of earth 


FALLSTON. Maryland (Age- 
ncies) — President Ronald Rea- 
gan said on Wednesday he told 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
at their Geneva summit that they 
would quickly join forces and for- 
get their differences if aliens att- 
acked earth from another planet. 

Mr. Reagan reached into the 
realm of science fiction in an off- 
the-cuff remark after addressing 
students at Fallston High School 
in Maryland about foe summit. 

In his speech, Mr. Reagan des- 
cribed Mr. Gorbachev as "a det- 
ermined man but one who is wil- 
ling to listen” and called on foe 
Kremlin to agree to people- 
[ o-people programmes that would 
open up the dosed Soviet society. 

In his extemporaneous remark. 
Mr. Reagan said: “2 couldn't help 
but say to him. just think bow easy 


his task and mine might be in these 
meeting* that we held if suddenly 
there was a threat to this world 
from another species from ano- 
ther planet outside in the uni- 
verse.” 

"We’d forget all foe little local 
differences that we have between 
our countries and we would find 
out once and for all that we really 
are all human teings here on this 
earth together.” 

The president said in his speech 
that he believed Mr. Gorbachev 
understood his sincerity when 
they discussed Mr. Reagan's “Star 
Wars”. 

Despite the lack of major acc- 
ords reached on such issues as 
arms control.

Gorbachev held out "the promise 
of change” and said he wanted

Me Far lane 
quits as 
Reagan’s 
adviser 

WASHINGTON (AP) - Robert 
C. McFarlanc is quitting as White 
House national security adviser. 
President Ronald Reagan said on 
Wednesday. 

Speculation on his successor 
immediatelv focused on Vice 
Admiral John M. Poindexter. Mr. 
McFarlane's deputy on the Nat- 
ional Security Council staff. 

Mr. Reagan was asked after 
meeting with students at a Mar- 
yland high school whether he int- 
ended to name A dm. Poindexter 
and replied: "We’ll be having a 
meeting later today." 

Republican congressional sou- 
rces cited friction with White 
House Chief of Staff Donald T. 
Regan as one reason for Mr. Mc- 
Farlane's departure. 

"He’s retiring." Mr. Reagan 
told reporters who asked alwui 
Mr. McFarlane's future. The pre- 
sident. leaving for the flight to 
Maryland, did not elaborate. 

But First Lady Nancy Reagan 
told reporters: "I’ll miss him... 
wish him well.” Mrs. Reagan was 
said by friends to he a particular 
admirer of the outgoing national 
security adviser. 

It had been an open secret m 
Washington that Mr. McFarlane 
and Mr. Regan did not get along 
with each other.

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Malta ‘will not extradite’ hijacker

VALLETTA (R) — Prime Minister Carmelo Mifsud 
Bonnici has said Malta would not extradite the sur- 
viving hijacker of an Egyptian airliner to Cairo and 
he had no evidence of Libyan involvement in the. 
Nov. 23 hijack. 


In an Interview with Reuters, 
Mr. Mifsud Bonnici also defended 
his decision not to allow American 
specialists to take part in a hid tcf 
free the hostages. 

Three American military adv- 
isers accompanied the Egyptian 
troops who flew to Malta after the 
Egypkiir Boeing 737 was diverted 
there while on :i flight from Ath-. 
uns to Cairo with 98 people on 
Ixrard.

Mr. Mifsud Bonnici said the 
Unicd States had advised Malta 
that Egypt was ready to send tro- 
ops and had also offered Ame- 
rican assistance in any rescue att- 


empt. 

But Malta had seen no reason to 
involve the U.S. although there 
wear American hostages, he said. 
In view of the fact that the Egy- 
ptians had American experts with 
them "we thought we should not. 
for a number of reasons... accept 
the request of the Americans.” 

- Mr. Mifsud Bonnici said Malta 
had received no proof of Libyan 
involvement from Cairo or any 
other government. Egypt has said 
it will publish evidence of Libyan 
complicity. 

' He said Malta had contacted 
Libyan Foreign Minister Ali Tur- 
eiki during the hijack and Mr. 


Tureiki had denounced, the inc- 
ident and .said Libya would not 
allow the plane to land there. 

Mr. Mifsud Bonnici also said 
that, in the absence of an ext- 
radition treaty with Egypt. Malta 
would not accept Cairo's request 
to hand over Omar Maizouki, the 
only survivor of the four hijackers, 
who is now recovering from wou- 
nds in Valletta’s St. Luke's Hos- 
pital. 

He said Malta took the view the 
crime had been committed on 
Maltese soil and Maltese law sho- 
uld take its course.

ADC urges FBI probe 




WASHINGTON' (Agencies) - 
The chairman of an Arab- 
American organisation whose off- 
ices were burned last week said 
Tuesday his group is the target of 
terrorism and that he will meet 
with FBI Director William Web- 
ster to press for a full FBI inv- 
estigation. 

James Abourezk, a former U.S. 
senator and chairman of the 
Araerican-A'rab Anti-- 
Discrimination Committee 
(ADC), said his group has turned 
over to die Federal Bureau ofjnv- 
estigution (FBI) evidence relating 
to earlier attacks against his 
group. 

“We ate disappointed that the 
FBI. which entered the previous 
coses, has nor yet chosen to enter 
This- one — even though the latest 
terrorist act and the k ones which 
preceded it mast surely lie linked, 
and even though these acts dearly 
full within the FBI's ami-terrorist 
jurisdiction.” Mr. Alxjurczk said 
at a news conference. 

A Friday night fire heavily 
damaged the group’s Washington 
headquarters. 

While authorities havesaid they 
have not determined the cause. 
Mr. Abourezk sind other Aralv 
American leaders contend it was 
deliberately set as part of a pattern 
of intimidation and violence aga- 
inst Arabs in this country.

Dr. Sami Kharma. a gastro- 
intestinal and liver specialist, said 
foal there are three main kinds of 
hepatitis viruses; hepatitis A. hep- 
atitis B and non A-non B. Hep- 
atitis B. he said, is foe most chr- 
onic virus which may lead to cir- 
rhosis and cancer of foe Ever and 
usually affects young people. 

High percentage of

Dr. Kharma explained that the 


most common cause of Ever dis- 
ease, particularly in poor areas 
where people are prone to inf- 
ection as they lack foe means for 
specialised attention and hygiene.

Step to revitalise economy 

. BECAUSE the size of the 1986 budget, which was unveiled by 
Finance Minister Hanna Odeh to the Lower House of Par- 
liament yesterday, is 12.8 per cent greater than that of the 
re-estimated 1985 budget, we have a good reason to believe that 
the government's top priority is shifting towards revitalising 
the economy, rather than co n ti n u i ng with the policy of ada- 
" ptatxm to the economic dffficnlties that thk country has passed 
, through . 

The shfflt is evident in the higher public spending which has 
been called for and in c on tinning to support public projects in 
order to overcome their financial problems. 

According to the new budget, higher public spending and the 
increase m defence and security allocations (18.4 per cent on 
1985) will be covered by greater internal revenue (14.6 per cent 
on 1985), greater Arab and foreign aid (nearly 30 per cent on 
1985), greater deficit (from JD 16.7m to JD 37.6m), cut in fuel 
subsidies (Irian JD 25m in 1965 to JD 5m in 1986) and partly 
through borrowing. 

How internal revenue is expected to rise in the absence of 
raising taxes and fbOowing the wave of tax exemptions that we 
have witnessed recently is a question that has to be answered in 
the coming year. So is the question of the projected increase hi 
Arab and foreign aid. Still, there are {dans in the budget which, 
if property carried out, can provide some of the answers and 
clarifications to these questions and others. ■ 

Dr. Oddi did in fact mention these plans in his address to 
Parliament. Among diem are the stress on the private sector' 
and its role in raising productivity m the country and also the 
intention to improve the performance of the public sector while 
reducing costs to a bare minmnun. 

Modernising legislation to improve the dknate for inv- 
estment and strengthening both the agricultural and fatdnstriaT 
and tourism sectors are other important factors that can coo-' 
tribute -to revitalising the economy and puling it back on the 
right track for continued development and progress.

Al Ra’i: Under the King’s guidance 

JORDAN under the guidance and directives of King Hussein suc- 
ceeded in making 1 985 a year of Palestine in all international forums. 
This country which realises the dangers threatening the Arab nation 
has succeeded in moves to revive in the minds of the whole world the 
sufferings of the Palestinian people and the situation in the Middle 
East. Jordan has succeeded in pointing out Israel’s continued drive to 
Judaise the Arab territory of Palestine and to pursue a polity of 
driving the legitimate owners of the land out of their property, 
confiscating it for more Jewish settlements. Through the Jordan- 
PLO accord signed in Amman on Feb. i J . Jordan has succeeded in 
bringing the Palestine question once again to the fore and to make .

THE United Nations General Assembly is currently debating the 
Palestine question in the light of a report submitted to it by the U.N. 
Secretary General. But this time the assembly is considering pro- 
posals in the report which call for the convening of an international 
conference under U.N. auspices to resolve the Palestine question. 
This question is important for the whole world, and since 1 947 it has 
acquired the attention and interest of many nations, a fact that is 
reflected in the assembly's voting that takes place over the issue every 
year. This is because the whole world has come to realise that the 
Palestinians have a just cause and that they are carrying the struggle 
everywhere for the sake of regaining their rights. This important 
status of the Palestine question offers the Arab countries a precious 
chance to further isolate the United States and Israel at the United 
Nations and to bring pressure against Washington to make it change 
its stand. No matter how hard Washington and Tel Aviv work to 
minimise the importance of the current debate, the world nations 
involved in it will continue to express their views frankly, and will 
continue to voice support for the displaced people and for their right 
to self-determination. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Iran’s unholy war 

REPORTS from the Gulf war front indicate that Iran is continuing to 
mass troops along the border with Iraq with the intention of lau- 
nching another offensive. The Iranian leaders do not conceal the fact 
about the massing of troops and other preparations, and they say that 
they are prepared to send three million people to the front in order to 
pursue the war and to 6ght in the form of human waves with the hope 
of achieving success. But success will not come because it is based on 
the concept of aggression, and all that Iran will gain is more sufferings 
and more tragedies for its peoples. The longer the war lasts the more 
victims there will be and the more destruction will be caused to Iran’s 
economy. The coming offensive if it conies, will form a massacre of 
untold dimensions. For more than five years the Islamic world has 
been plagued by th" evil intentions of die Iranian rulers who have 
opted to refuse r_ace an J .-conciliation and who have chose to cause 
more bloodshed for their people. This war will no doubt bring a

Post-Geneva world: People vie for the money 


SAN FRANCISCO — As the 
world is assessing the much- 
publicised Geneva summit, it is 
well to lookat economic trends 
in the U.S. They will have a. 
profound effect oh the kind of 
world that will lie shaped by 
what Ls lieing called a new dot-’, 
ente between the U.s. and the 
Soviet Union by some political 
observers in this count iy. 

In mid-November, the Ame- 
rican stock market went up and 
up. At first stock market ota- 
ervers thought it was just a 
one-day rise. But it continued 
day after day. Then it slowed 
down. The newspapers were 
full of speculation as to what it 
meant. Was it the beginning of 
a new optimism alxiut the eco- 
nomy? Or was it the last breath 
of optimism before a new pes- 
simism set in? 

The movements of the stock 
market remain as unp- 


redictable as ever, but the basic 
outlines of American economic 
policy have become quite dear, 
last July, the Federal Reserve 
Board (the “Fed”) decided on 
a new policy towards monetary 
growth. It was called “acc- 
omodative.’' The word simply 
mean t that the Fed would al low 
the money supply to grow* 
without trying to restrain its 
growth through rises in the 
■■prime” discount rate. The 
purpose of that policy shift was 
to stimulate the sluggish Ame- 
rican economy. 

In September . the U.S. made 
another major economic 
move. In concert with the other 
big economic powers, it dec- 
ided to drive the value of the 
dollar on currency markets 
down and down. And the dol- 
lar's value has gone down and 
down, reaching its lowest point 
in many years. 


And in October, in Seoul. 
Korea, Treasury Secretary 
James Baker announced a new . 
U-S. policy of encouraging new 
hank loans to developing cou- 
ntries. He set a figure of $20 
thousand million (a figure 
which, interestingly enough, 
had originally been worked out 
by the Chairman of the Fed. 
Paul Volcker). ‘ 

Thus the three.- fold aim of 
toe moves is: ( 1 ) to stimulate 
growth in the U~S. economy. 
(2) to stimulate U.S. exports, 
and (3) to re-stinuilate growth 
in the developing countries. 

The danger that all the eco- 
nomic policy-makers are aware 
of is: inflation. W31 it re- 
appear as the money supply 
keeps on growing? In Nov- 
cml>er. the Commerce Dep- 
artment released figures ind- 
icating that there had been an 
unusually shaip jump in some 


prices. Does that mean any- 
thing? One of AmericaV lea- 
ding “monetarist” economists, 
Milton Friedman, thinks that 
■inflation will re-appear in 

1986, ■ , ■ 

Ofl prices are low. This helps 
keep inflation down. Wage inc- 
reuses have been modest- This 
too helps keep inflation down. 
Bond prices have been falling 
in the U-S. This suggests that 
fear of inflation re-appearing is 

also down. These are die classic 
signs of healthy economic 
growth. Yet the worry is there. 

How does all this affect the 
Middle East? If ofl prices rem- 
ain low, then obviously this 
means less money for the oil 
producers. But if world dem- 
and for oil should go up again, 
this could mean higher oil pri- 
ces and higher oil revenues. 

But cashflows are just one of 
the problems. For years the 


favourite instrument used by 
the U-S. to solve international 
problems has been money. lt is 
an instrument which the Saudis 
alki have learned to use well 
and cleverly. More cash in fire 
money supply will also mean 
more cash for the Middle East. 

The U~S. dearly .wants to [get 
some sort of peace negotiations 
going between Jordan and Isr- 
ael. The U;S. coldness towards 
the PLO pleases the Israelis, 
but the Israeli economy needs 
huge sums of American money 
to get out of its difficulties. 
Lebanon will need money to 
rebuild. Egypt always needs 
lots of money. The U.S. will be 
ready and willing to offer the 
money if those nations decide 
to join a “peace process.” 

The Soviet Union too needs 
financial and economic inputs. 
During . detente in the early 


1970's, the Soviets rtoewaf 
loans, technology, gnus from 
the West. It greatfy fefoed 
them. They want to -same 
again. Would the Soviets he 
willing to make some con- 
cessions onAfghanisUw miret- 
um for a new detente? And 
would they l*e wflHnjj to rec- 
ognise. Israel again, diminish 
their support of the PLO? We 
‘ shall see. 

The U-S. is the heart and 
' core of the world econaray.Tbr 
many years ir has played a pas- 
sive role in the world eoonotti*: 
Under Nixon, especially fas 
treasury Secretary. John Con- 
nolly. the U-S. played a very 
active role. Now there is a new 
and powerful Treasury Sec- 
retary. James Baker. Both are 
Texans, who are people noted 
for their daring, their risk- 
taking. They have deckled to 
lake some big risks.

As for the extraction industries 
which constitute the backbone of 
national exports and enhance the 
Kingdom's revenues of foreign 
currencies, the production and 
exports of phosphate, potash, fer- 
tilisers and cement has increased 
substantially. But due to the dec- 
line of international prices of these 
products some of Jordan’s ext- 
raction industries are teeing fin- 
ancial difficulties and con- 
sequently the government moved 
swiftly to study these industries in 
order to take die necessary steps 
to overcome these difficulties and 
to secure the necessary funding to 
revive and boost these industries.' 

And fo order to regulate and 


be constructed in the northern and 
central areas. 

It is worth mentioning that the 
volume of the fuel subsidies rea- 
died JD 25 million in 1985 while 
JD 5 million is allocated for fuel 
subsidies in 1 986 due to the dec- 
line of the exchange price of the 
American dollar and forecasts of a 
decline in ofl prices. 

As for electricity, work has con- 
tinued to complete the con- 
struction of projects extending 
electricity to rural areas. Ele- 
ctricity service is expected to reach 
93 per cent of the populated areas 
by die end of this year. The gov- 
ernment has also began to imp- 
lement street lighting projects in 
Amman and has exempted, acc- 
ording' to Royal instruction, the 


danwn railways and -modernising 
their workshops. Jordanian air- 
ports will be provided with mod- 
ern equipment to enhance their air 
safety operations. 

Seven, tourism: 

Since Jordan contains num- 
erous tourist attractions, and in 
view of die importance of the tou- 
rist industry in die development 
process and in supporting the bal- 
ance of payments, the government 
has embarked on a comprehensive 
study of tourism in Jordan with the 
purpose of identifying activities 
involved in tourism and ove- 
rcoming obstacles impeding their 
development 

The government will con- 
centrate attention on promoting' 
domestic tourism to help stop the 
attrition of foreign currency thr- 
ough spending vacations abroad. 

The government will also focus 
attention on marketing Jordanian 
tourist attractions abroad either 
through its own efforts or in coo- 
peration with Arab countries. I 
would like to refer to the central 
role which the private sector in 
Jordan can play in this respect and 
in improving die quality of ser- 
vices at Jordanian tourist att-

tor to guarantee an efficient exp- 
loitation of local agricultural res- 
ources. to achieve the maximum 
self sufficiency possible, and to 
increase the revenues of agr- 
icultural investments. To achieve* 
its goals the government has taken; 
the following decisions: 

1- To exempt the farmers who 
have paid back their debts to agr- 
icultural credit institutions from 
the interest payments due on them 
for the year 1985. 

2- To offer needed support for 
the local production of cereals, 
fodder and other agricultural pro- 
ducts through buying the output at 
profitable and fixed prices. The 
government will also keep a str- 
ategic reserve of these products. 
JD 1 1 mflfion was allocated in the 
1 986 budget for subsidy of bread 
in accordance with the gov- 
ernment policy of supporting the 
price of this staple good. 

3- -To reassess the financial str- 
ucture of the Agricultural Mar- 
keting and Processing Company 
of Jordan to help the company 
overcome its current problems. 

4- To start coordinating agr- 
icultural production in the areas of 
Shaffa and the Jordan Valley in 
order to strike a balance between 
the needs of the local market and 
the possibilities of exporting agr-, 
[cultural products and to gua- 
rantee a profitable income for. 
both the termer and the national 1 
economy. 

5- To launch land reclamation 
and development projects. in die: 
eastern and southern areas thr- 
ough renting state-owned lands to 
the private sector in return for' 
symbolic rents with the aim of. 
constructing terms for cereal, fad-, 
der. and cattle production. 

6- -To begin implementing the 
Zarqa Basin Development Pro- 
ject which aims at protecting the 
sofl and the environment mod- 
ernising agricultural cropping pat- 
terns. and developing forestry. To 
develop agriculture in the hig- 
hlands in all parts of the Kingdom 
through direct investments, res- 
earch. orientation, and training 
projects. 

7- To take the necessary steps to 
start a comprehensive land survey 
in all areas in the Kingdom in 
order to specify the soil quality 
and the most efficient patterns to 
exploit lands for agricultural pur- 
poses. 

Second, industry: 

The government has already 
made large strides in developing 
local industry. It has offered pro- 
tection to some of the industries 
producing products which meet 
Jordanian standards. The gov- 
ernment is serious in applying 
these standards so that its pro-

has encouraged the merger of ide- 
ntical and integrating industries in 
order to raise their efficiency and 
to make use of the abundancy of 
large industrial enterprises to 
employ the best modem tec- 
hniques and to avoid duplication 
of effort. 

Third, water: 

The government pays great att- 
ention to water as a vital and basic 
element of survival and dev- 
elopment. Therefore it gives pri- 
ority to water projects because 
they are relevant to man and the 
social and economic sectors. 

The government has taken the 
following decisions related to the 
plans to regulate the use of water 
resources: 

1- To promptly start to col lea 
all available studies on water in 
Jordan and to begin studies on the 
areas which were not included in 
the previous research in order to- 
prepare a water budget fora nat- 
ional water policy that will apply* 
beyond the year 2000. This bud- 
get will define the usage of water 
for agricultural, industrial and* 
domestic purposes. 

2- To cany out detailed studies 
needed to construct a network of 
storage dams in the different areas 
of the Kingdom and to intensify 
modem irrigation techniques. 

3- To complete the construction 
of sewerage projects and water fil- 
tering stations in many areas of the 
country starting with the densely 
populated areas as part of public 
hygiene and health care. 

4- To start the operation of Deir 
Alla-Amman pumping station to 
pump drinking water to the Gre-. 
a ter Amman area. 

5- To make studies on the water- 
networks in the major cities in the 
country and to raise its efficiency 
in order to limit the amount of, 
water wasted. 

Fourth, energy: 

The most important feature- of 
this sector is the tea that Jordan 

imports all of its energy needs, 
which constitute 20 per' cent of all 
national imports. This dep- 
endence on imports has compelled 
the government to take die nec- 
essary steps to decrease the vol- 
ume of the energy imports. 

1-- To continue the national 
plans to explore oil in the Hamzah 
Basin and other areas and to open 
the door for foreign companies to 
work in the exploration field.

Fifth construction: 

The government has paid spe- 
cial attention to this sector since it 
is interrelated with the other sec- 
tors. and because it generates sav- 
ings and employment. Therefore, 
the government has worked to 
support and protect the Jordanian 
construction industry and to fav- 
our them over foreign contractors. 
It will also work to complete the 
unification of regulatory laws in 
government organs and ins- 
titutions. 

The contractors were exempted- 
from income taxes on all the pro- 
fits they make from selling real 
estate while 50 per cent of their 
rents outside the goveraorate of 
Amman and 35 per cent of their 
rents inside Amman were also 
exempted from the income tax. 

The transfer of a property fin- 
anced by corporations and com- 
panies which do not charge int- 
erest was also exempted from the 
registration fees. _ ■ 

The government will encourage 
the founding of real estate inv- 
estment companies to develop 
lands and extend services to them. 

The 1986 draft budget includes 
a number of main roads, and agr- 
icultural and village road projects. 

Important steps also have been 
taken to develop housing projects. 
The government has merged the 
urban development department 
into the Housing Corporation in 
.order to expand its projects in all 
areas of the country. Necessary 
measures have been taken in 
order to complete Abu Nseir 
Ho using Project by the end of. 
1 986. while the government plans 
to expand its employee and tow 
income citizens housing projects. 

An amount of JD 9.'6 million 
was allocated to housing projects 
in the 1986 draft budget. 

Six, trasport: 

In view of Jordan's cental pos- 
ition in the Arab World and due to 
the country’s importance as a ecu- • 
tre for transit and travel among 
Arab countries, the government 
has given due care and concern to 
the transpoit sector to enable it to 
play its significant role dom- 
estically and regionally. 

The Jordanian government has 
allowed truck-owners to increase

reasonable margins and to pay 
customs fees for trucks registered 
abroad and owned by Jordanians

The government has done its 
utmost to provide the financing 
for schools in the Kingdom thr- 
ough allocation* from the budget 


and loans. The secondary phase 
entry test was also adopted to ach- 
ieve a balance between academic 
and p rofessional needs. The Min- 
istry of Higher Education was est- 
ablished to cope with the current 
and future needs of the society. 

To encourage and expedite the 
process of adjustment wife fee 
latest technological methods in 
the various fields of education, the 
government has derided to exe- 
mpt computers from’ custom fees. 
And to provide means to develop 
the Jordanian youth’s physical abi- 
lities, special funds were allocated 
to bufldsports complexes. There is 
also a focus on culture and its dis- 
semination to fee various sectors 
of fee society. Work is also under 
way to d'e velop - t ei- 
oconununications and wireless 
networks as well as postal services. 

In accordance wife Royal dir- 
ectives. fee government is exp- 
anding fee implementation of a. 
decentralisation policy through 
ch ang es in die administrative div- 
isions. in proportion to fee pop- 
' ulation’s distribution. 

In order to ensure higher sta- 
ndards of living in fee Kingdom, 
fee government has established a 
national aid fund, by allocating JD 
s budget, 
’continue to 
suppdtt welfare societies and to. 
contribute to implementing pro- 
jects in this area. 

The government is concerned to 
continue supporting the Ministry 
of Awqaf and Islamic Affairs to 
cover its current expenditure and 
to enable it build and preserve 
mosques and other waqf real est- 
ate. The budget allocated JD 8.2 
million for this purpose. 

Joint Arab action: 

Jordan has set its national cou- 
rse which is represented by the call 
for inter-Arab reconciliation in 
fee aim of achieving Arab sol- 
idarity.

The 1986 budget allocated 
funds for projects that .were not 
financed in fee last two years. The 
government also did not include 
local foreign loans in fee rev- 
enues as in previous years. The 
draft budget for public institutions 
will be presented by the ^gov- 
ernment to the parliament as iss- 
ued wife fee Kingdom’s budget 

The estimated deficit in fee 
draft budget is JD 37.6 mil Son — 
4.8 per cent of total revenues. This 
deficit will be covered through 
control over expenditure and imp- 
rovement of revenues from focal 
and foreign loans. Local revenues 
will cover 88.2 per cent of current 
expenditure, against 80.2 percent 
in last year.

Following is the full text of Dr. 
Odeh's speech in Parliament on 
Wednesday: 

I present herewith Jordan's. 
1986 draft budget based on die 
principles outlined in His Majesty 
King Hussein's letter of app- 
ointment to Prime Minister Zed 
Rifafs cabinet and in the King’s 
address from the throne atf the 
opening of Parliament's third ord- 
inary session. 

As we now celebrate King Hus- 
sein’s SOth birthday, w t pledge 
full support for and adherence to 
his wise leadership and long-term 
policy aimed at progress and a 
prosperous future. 

The government deemed it nec- 
essary to formulate the 1 986 bud- 
get to complement draft projects 
and schemes in the first year of the 
forthcoming 1986-1990 dev- 
elopment plan. 

Preparation of the 1986 draft 
budget came at a time of global, 
financial and economic recession 
diaracterised. by fluctuations and 
inter-state differences. However, 
recent indications suggest a rec- 
overy and a return to economic 
stability. 

Hopes for a way out of the int- 
ernational recession have been 
fuelled by the recent drop in the 
value of the dollar, a world-wide 
drop in interest rates and inc- 
reased industrial production in 
developing countries. 

. Despite this, industrial cou- 
ntries have continued their att- 
empts to curb imports to redress 
deficits in their balance of pay- 
ments. This has negatively aff- 
ected the economic climate and 
progress in developing countries 
and their trade exchange which in 
turn made it impossible for them 
to meet their ever-increasing debt 
repayments. 

- As a result. Arab countries and 
mainly , the oil-exporting states, 
suffered either directly or ind- 
irectly from the decreasing global 
demand for oil and the drop in its 
price. One major effect on the 
Arab nation was the on-going 
.{ranrtaq war which entered its 
' sixth year. • i ,• ::steO .

The progress of the Jordanian 
economy was not only affected by 
economic storms from abroad but 
also by the Kingdom's location on 
the confrontation line with Israel 
and Jordan’s deep commitment to 
the central Arab case of Palestine. 
This fact imposes increasing bur- 
dens on the Kingdom in order to 
defend the Arabs and their ide- 
ntity on one side and to help Pal- 
estinians in their steadfastness in 
the occupied Arab territories aga- 
inst the arbitrary and oppressive 
Israeli measures which aim to 
evict them from their homeland. 

A secondly factor is Jordan’s 
meagre resources compared with 
the Kingdom's ambitions and res- 
ponsibilities in order to make a 
qualitative jump the country is 
looking forward to achieving. 

Despite the mentioned facts, 
and as a result of Jordan’s open- 
door economic policy on both the 
international and pan-Arab are- 
nas. the Kingdom has managed to 
buffer most of the international 
and- regional fluctuations and to 
absorb the shocks of the economic 
situation through its sound nat- 
ional economy and its flexibility. 

Initial statistics show that ave- 
rage growth in the Gross National 
Product (GNP) in real terms is 
expected to be 5 per cent for 1 985. 
At a time Mien imports were at 
the same level of 1984. exports 
increased 10 per cent over 1984 
figures which reflected positively 
on this year’s trade balance. 

The deficit in 1985’s balance of 
payments was due to a decrease in 
official remittances while Jor- 
danian expatriates' remittances 
maintained the levels of previous 
years. The Jordanian Dinar also 
kept a stable exchange. rate at a 
time when many international 
currencies weakened. . - 
.Tim- government managed? ,to 
reduce its general expenditures to 


the lowest degree and also man- 
aged to increase in internal rev- 
enues over those of 1984. Both 
file government and the public 
worked together to make rem- 
arkable achievements at a time 
when most Arab countries did not 
meet their financial commitments 
to the Kingdom as agreed at 1 978 
Baghdad summit. 

Despite the positive impacts on 
the national economy, the labour 
market has been affected by reg- 
ional and national circumstances 
which led to increasing une- 
mployment. 

Allow me to outline the main 
objectives and bases which the 
government adopted in forming 
its 1986 draft project. 

— Supporting the Armed Forces. 
Public Security Department and 
the Civil Defence and the con- 
tinuity of the People’s Army pro- 
grammes. 

— Continuing to confront Israeli 
measures which aim to Judatse 
Arab land and to work on sup- 
porting Palestinian residents in 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip to 
encourage them to remain on their 
land. 

— Promoting pan-Arab eco- 
nomic integration, one of the pil- 
lars of Arab solidarity. 

— Maintaining Jordan’s int- 


ernational credibility by meeting 
financial commitments on time. 

— Considering the balance bet- 
ween both producing and service 
fields and to achieve the highest 
possibilities of self dependence in 
terms of internal requirements. 
The expansion of external mar- 
keting of national products in 
order to bridge the deficit in the 
trade balance. 

— Giving the private sector equal 
opportunities and encouraging the 
principle of individual initiatives 
in order for it to take its pan in 
development and to contribute to 
the economy. 

— The completion of inf- 
rastructure projects and a stress 
on equal distribution of benefits 
amongst all sectors and to combat 
poverty whereever it is found. 
Achieving a balance between rec- 
urrent expenditure and national 
revenues through rationalisation 
of general spending and dev- 
eloping means of collecting nat- 
ional revenues. 

Economic developments on the 
national, regional and int-. 
eroationai fronts have forced us to 
adapt to the new situation. The 
government has therefore ide- 
ntified the major impediments fac- 
ing the economy and has taken 
proper measures, some of which 
were adopted to tackle pressing 
and current problems and the oth- 
ers were initiated to amend org- 
anisational and financial leg- 
islation in order to arrive at grass- 
root solutions with a view to mov- 
ing from the adaptation stage to 
prosperity. 

Because of the country’s sta- 
bility and flexible economic pol- 
icies. Jordan enjoys a suitable inv- 
estment climate to develop nat- 
ional assets. This situation is also 
adequate regarding expatriates’ 
remittances, regional and int- 
ernational investments to be used 
in feasible projects which com- 
mensurate with social and eco- 
nomic objectives. The Kingdom 
also has a solid infrastructure as a 
regional centre — entrepot — 
feeding the region with trained 
manpower and expertise.

they understand that operations 
outside the occupied territories 
will inflict damage on their cause.

The PLO leadership is hopeful 
of starting a dialogue among all 
Palestinian factions to restore the 
unity of the PLO. 

The PLO Central Council, in its 
Baghdad meetings, issued an app- 
eal for the unity of all Palestinian 
factions. 

Mr. Wazir said the appeal was 
directed at all Palestinian factions, 
including Fateh rebels led by Col- 
onel Abu Musa. 

This move indicated a shift in 
the Fateh position vis-a-vis Pal- 
estinian factions which fought aga- 
inst Mr. Arafat and his followers 
in the northern Lebanese port of 
Tripoli in late 1983. 

In similar previous appeals the 
PLO leadership refused to deal 
with the Fateh rebels and their 


supporters and focused its att- 
ention on factions which remained 
neutral during foe Tripoli battles. 

These factions, seen as fol- 
lowing an independent line wit- 
hout Syrian influence, are foe 
Democratic Front for foe Lib- 
eration of Palestine (DFLP). the 
Popular Front for foe Liberation 
of Palestine (PFLP), foe Pal- 
estinian Communist Party and foe 
Damascus-based wing of the PLF 
led by Tala’at Yacoub. 

These factions, which are not 
working in unison since foe PFLP 
joined foe Palestinian National 
Salvation Front last Match, have 
asked for foe abrogation of foe 
Feb. 1 1 agreement between Jor- 
dan and foe PLO as a precondition 
for settling differences with foe 
PLO leadership. 

They appear to take a softer 
stand, however, on foe issue of 
Mr. Arafat's leadership. 

The PFLP has abandoned its 
demand for the removal of Mr. 
Arafat from foe leadership and 
said that any change In foe PLO 
leadership should be done thr- 
ough the legitimate framework of 
foe PLO.

BELBOURNE. Australia (AP)

tennis star more than $250,000.

6-4, 6-0 quarterfinal 
victory over the 26-year-old New 
Yorker in the $1.5 million Aus- 
tralian Open Tennis Cha- 
mpionships at Kooyoog. 

The loss ended McEnroe's cha- 
nces of catching I Van Lendl of 
Czechoslovakia at the top of Nab- 
isco Grand Prix standings, costing 
McEnroe 5250,000 from the 
bonus pool. 

It also ended his hopes of reg- 
aining the world no. 1 spot from 
Lendl and a further $1,000 after 
he was fined for failing to attend 
the post-match press conference. 

It was McEnroe’s third fine of 
what has proved to be a troubled 


tournament for him — and rem- 
ains one that he has never won. 

McEnroe was petulant to the 
end and was booed and jeered by 
the crowd when he left court hur- 
riedly at the end of the three-hour 
thriller. 

He was involved in a number of 
incidents during the match and 
shouted at both his opponent and 
tournament referee Peter. Bel- 
lenger. 

Zivojinovic. and unseeded 
22-year-old from Belgrade who 
fHts between residences in Florida- 
and West Germany, will face def- 


ending champion Mats Wilander 
of Sweden —the player he beat in 
the first round at Wimbledon this 
year —In Friday’s semifinals. 

Wilander. the third seed, who is 
aiming for his third consecutive 
Australian title, cruised into the 
semifinals with a straightforward 
6-3. 7-5. 6-2 triumph over sixth- 
seeded American Johan Kriek.

Jordan to accelerate 
insurance mergers 


By Ibrahim Noori 

AMMAN (R) — Jordan will fcnl- 
roduce new. tough insurance reg- 
ulations shortly which officials say 
will force several firms to merge or 
quit die crowded insurance mar- 
ket. 

The measures, which force 
firms to boost their capital and 
impose a minimum premium inc- 
ome. have been welcomed as nec- 
essary for die market where more * 
than 30 firms compete for a slice 
of an annual turnover of S65 pul- 
lion. r ; 

Mr. Radi Suleiman Ibrahim, 
head of the industry ministry's- 
insurance department said he 
expected nearly half the firms to 
•merge or wind up when the mea-- 
sures became law early next year. 
T . “Two large and strong ins- 
urance firms are better than 15. 
We need quality, not quantity.” he 
told Reuters in an interview. 

Mr. Ibrahim A1 AyecLpresidenl 
of the Association of Jordanian 
Insurance Companies; said he 
hoped the government action 
would curb what he called “har- 
mful competition” in a market 
which has also been hurt by a 
world-wide recession. 

”It is a very important decision, 
which will also help business in 
general.” Mr. Hashem Sabbagh. 
general manager of the Amman 
Financial Market. Jordan's official 
stock exchange, said. 

The regulations would put teeth 
in a year-old law which (fid not 
explicitly demand mergers but 
required minimum paid capital for 


insurance firms to be raised to 
600.000 dinars (SI. 6 million) by 
end-1986 from 100.000 dinars 
($270,000). Only 10 Jordanian 
firms have capital exceeding the- 
minimum. 

The law also asked the 1 1 for- 
eign insurance operations in Jor- 
dan — three Lebanese, two Ame- 
rican and one each from India. 
Iran. Egypt. Kuwait. France and 
Britain — to deposit 400.000 din- 
ars (Sl.l million) to be regarded 
as capital. 

Poor business led two insurance 
firms to roefrge earlier this year, 
and Mr. Ibrahim said four others 
were ta k in g similar steps. 

■ Latest official figures show 
premium income in 1983 totalled 
24 million dinars (S64.9 million), 
but 12.6 million dinars (S?4 mil- 
lion) of claims were paid. 

Last year. 12 companies made 
little or no profit, he said. 

Under the new rales, a firm’s 
annual underwritings must ave- 
rage one million dinars (S2.7 mil- 
lion) in 1986 and 1.2 million din- 
ars ($3.2 million) in 1986 and 
<987 combined. 

Mr. Ibrahim said the gov- 
ernment also intended to set up a 
national reinsurance company 
with a capital of three million din- 
ars ($8.1 million). 

About 90 per cent of the rei- 
nsurance business was being con- 
ducted abroad, he said. 

Steps will also be taken to share 
insurance business of the gov- 
ernment and major firms among 
all Jordanian firms, instead of just 
one or two as at present, he said. 


U.S., Turkey sign treaty 

WASHINGTON (R) —The United States and Turkey have signed a 
treaty to encourage bilateral private investment as pan of President 
Ronald Reagan's policy of helping business play a bigger role in 
world economic development. 

The pact which must be ratified by the Senate, covers most- 
favoured nation treatment for investors, compensation if assets are 
nationalised, transfer of capital and -profits, and methods for the 
settlement of international disputes. 

Similar treaties have been reached 'with Egypt. Panama. Haiti. 
Senegal. Zaire and Morocco. 


Riyadh cuts work visas 

RIYADH (AP) — Saudi Arabia has issued 200.000 fewer work visas 
during the Hijri year 1405 than the previous year, the deputy min- 
ister of interior. Sheikh Ibrahim A I Awaji was quoted as saying 
Tuesday. 

The Muslim lunar calendar year 1405 corresponded to Sept. 25.

WASHINGTON (R) - The fut- 
ure of General Dynamics as a top 
U.S. arms contractor has been 
clouded by a navy decision to bar 
the firm from new military bus- 
iness until fraud charges arising 
from past Pentagon billings are 
settled. 

The navy Tuesday suspended 
the St. Louis-based company from 
receiving new military contracts 
for the second time this year after 
the firm and four past and present 
executives were indicted on Mon- 
day on charges of fraudulent bil- 
ling. 

General Dynamics, the third 
largest U.S. military contractor 
with $6 billion a year in gov- 


ernment husiness. has denied all 
wrongdoing and says the dispute 
over $7.5 million of charges on a 
Pentagon gun project should te 
resolved in civil proceedings. 

Defence Secretary Caspar Wei- 
nberger said husiness with Gen- 
eral Dynamics would not be res- 
umed until criminal charges in the 
grand jury indictment Issued on 
Monday were cleared up. 

Defence industry analysts said 
the suspension would have only a 
minimal impact on the company's 
finances if it is brief. But if the 
order remains in effect until the 
lengthy legal proceedings arc 
complete, it could be costly, they 
said.

NEW YORK (R) — Killings, disappearances and 
torture have become daily occurrences throughout 
the Philippines, according to a report Wednesday by 
the Lawyers Committee for Human Rights, a U.S. 
public interest law group. . 

In the first 10 months of this tims of human rights abuses, the 


year, 600 disappearances were 1 
documented by a domestic mon- 
itoring group, the report said. 
Another 600 political prisoners 
remain in prison, and “hundreds 
of political killings of civilian 
non-combatants were carried out 
by the Phil ippine Armed Forces or 
by forces dose to the military." 

“ While government-sanctioned 
violence is widespread," it con- 
cluded. “prime targets of official 
retaliation appear to be jou- 
rnalists. church workers, civil 
rights lawyers and others who are 
attempting to defend basic human 
rights or simply to monitor their 
violation." 

In support of its conclusions, the 
committee's 200-page report 
cited dozens of cases of alleged 
abuse and murder. 

It also said some responsibility 
for improving conditions rests 
with the U.S. government. Wit- 
hout directly criticising the Rea- 
gan administration, it implies that 
any criticism of the rule of Pre- 
sident Ferdinand Marcos by Was- 
hington is diluted Ivy ‘Continued 
U.S. financial aid. 

The report is based on three vis- 
its to the Philippines by rep- 
resentatives in the past year and

These developments occurred 
as criticism escalated over a Man-' 
ila court's acquitaJ of Gen. Fabian 
Ver in the i 983 assassination of 
opposition leader Benigno Aqu- 
ino and Gen. Ver’s reinstatement 
by Mr. Mura* its army chief of- 
staff. 

Leaders of nine opposition gro- 


ups representing Filipinos and 
Americans denounced the verdict 
at a press conference attended by 
Senator John Kerry and dem- 
anded an end to U.S. military 
aid. 

“This blatant display of arr- 
ogance and abuse of power only 
shows that under Marcos there 
can be no justice: Under Marcos 
there can be no freedom: Under 
Marcos there can be no dem- 
ocracy." ‘said Benjamin Maynigo 
a spokesman for the U.S.-based 
Movement for a Free Philippines.

Mitterrand 
meets 
Jaruzelski 

PARIS (R) — French* President 
Francois Mitterrand Wednesday 
became the first Western head of 
state to meet Polish leader Woj 
riech Jaruzelski since 19SI after 
■saying the risk of mis 
understanding was worthwhile. 

Gen. Jaruzelski called on Mr. 
Mitterrand, entering through a 
side door, at foe closely-guarded 
Elysee Palace for a scheduled 
60- minute discussion squeezed in 
between the French president^ 
weekly session with cabinet min- 
isters and his departure for a trip 
to foe French Antilles in foe Car- 
ibbean. 

The surprise Polish visit spa- 
rked stormy protests across the 
French political spectrum, but Mr. 
Mitterrand firmly defended his 
decision to receive Gen. Jar- 
uzelski in an interview with foe 
government-leaning Matin De 
Paris. 

Any risk of misunderstanding 
had to be taken, he said. ' 

More than 4.000 people, inc- 
luding French trade unionists und 
exiled Polish Solidarity sup- 
porters. gathered ut foe Polish 
' embassy to demonstrate against 
foe visit, according to police est- 
imates. But they were turned back 
at foe Alexandre HI Bridge by a 
phalanx of police when they att- 
empted to march to the Elysee. 

. The opposition-controlled Sen- 
ate. foe Upper -House of Par- 
liament. suspended its session for 
10 minutes m protest against foe 
meeting. 

The 62-year-old Polish leader 
was met at foe steps of the real 
entry in the Elysee gardens by 
French External Affairs Minister 
Roland Dumas and led inside to 
greet Mr. Mitterrand. 

In what was taken to Iv a ref- 
erence to the human rights issue, 
Mr. Mitterrand said the discussion 
would cover Polish affairs — while 
respecting Polish sovereignty. 

Gen. Jaruzelski descril>ed his 
visit as “very important for 
Polish-French relations."

Australia voices opposition to 
Wellington’s anti-nuclear laws 


CANBERRA (R) — Australia. 
New Zealand's closest ally, said 
Wednesday it was opposed to the 
Wellington government's draft 
legislation banning visits by 
nuclear-capable warships but 
would give the bill careful study. 

Foreign Minister Bill Hayden 
said affer-long talks with New 
Zealand Deputy Prime Minister 
Geoffrey Palmer that Canherra 
and Wellington had sulistantial 
differences on the proposed anti- 
nuclear law. 

Mr. Palmer gave the Australian 
government a copy of foe con- 
troversial bill which will put into 
law an anti-nuclear stand that has 
drastically reduced American def- 
ence cooperation with New Zea- 
land. 

The draft law is scheduled to be 
introduced to parliament by foe 
Labour government later this 
month and become law in mid- 
1986. 

Mr. Hayden said he had dis- 
cussed possible considerations for 
Australia should New Zealand go- 
ahead with foe legislation but dec- 
lined to outline them. 

The meeting coincided with a 
warning by a senior U.S. diplomat 
that foe United States would end 
all defence obligations to New 
Zealand if the bill became law. 

Assistant Secretary of State for] 
East Asian and Pacific Affairs 
Paul WoUbwitz said in a satellite 
television link-up with local jou- 
rnalists that Washington hoped 
Wellington could still be per- 
suaded to reconsider.

NEW DELHI (R) - Gas leaking 
from a chemical factory triggered 
tic and injured 30 people in 
:Ihi Wednesday, just one day 
after foe first anniversary of foe 
Bhopal disaster which Idlied 
2J00. 

Choking white sulphur dioxide 
fumes engulfed area where about 
200,000 people five and work in 
foe bustling Bazaar districts of foe 
Indian capital's old walled city. 

Shoppers raced for safety and 
motorists abandoned their cats in 
foe narrow traffic-clogged streets 
, in a, panic rush to escape the 
femes, which were not poisonous. 

Atleast 30 people were taken to 
hospital suffering from bre- 
athlessness and violent coughiRg. 
None of the victims was in a ser- 
ious condition but three were bro- 
ught in unconscious, a hospital 
spokesman said. 

The panic came only hours after 
India remembered the 2L500 kil- 
led and tens of thousands of peo- 
ple maimed a year ago when lethal 
methyl isocyanate gas leaked from 
foe Union Carbide pesticide plant 
in foe central city of Bhopal. 

Calls from frightened residents 


jammed police and newspaper 
switchboards as thick, pungent 
fumes spread across north and 
central Delhi, foe Press Trust of 
India (Fit) news agency reported. 

Stalls closed in foe busy central 
market area and police warned 
people to keep away. 

PIT -said city authorities had 
been preparing a mass evacuation 
of foe area before the scare ended.’ 

It said foe gas escaped for 90 
minutes after a 40-ton tank con- 
taining oleum overflowed and col- 
lapsed at the Shriram Foods And 
Fertiliser Factory. Oleum is a 
chemical used to make sulphuric 
acid. 

. Three company officials were 
arrested on charges of negligence, 
the agency said. 

Delhi Lieutenant Governor 
H.L. Kapoor ordered an inquiry 
and foe plant, which produces 1 SO 
tons of sulphuric add a day, was 
closed until further notice. 

Wednesday's leak came a day 
after at least 50 people were adm- 
itted to hospital in neighlxniring 
Sri Lanka after chlorine gas lea- 
ked from a state-owned pesticides 
plant near Colombo. 


Thatcher soothes Irish 
anger over N. Ireland

Northern Ireland Sec- 
retary Tom King drew a sharp 
rebuke from Irish Prime Minister 
Garret Fitzgerald for suggesting 
during a speech in Brussels foal 
Dublin had effectively accepted 
ihiti there would never Ik a united 
Ireland. 

The goal of a united Ireland is 
written into the Irish constitution 
and Mr. Fitzgerald descrilKd the 
remarks as "singularly ina- 
ppropriate and inaccurate." 

In her interview, Mrs. Thatcher 
restated foe terms of the agr- 
eement. which was signed last 
month and which gives Dublin a 
say in the affairs of Northern Ire- 


land. 

"I think Tom and I both hope 
and expea that Northern Ireland 
will stay part of the United Kin- 
gdom because the- majority will 
-wish to do so. We want it that 
way." she said. 

I .cadets of Northern Ireland s' 
Protestant majority, fiercely 
committed to the province rem- 
aining British, arc fighting the 
agreement culling it a first step 
towards a united Ireland. 

In a later speech, Mr. King, in 
an apparent attempt to set the 
record straight, stressed foal there 
would Ik no change in foestatus of 
the province without foe consent 
of foe majority. 

Mrs. Thatcher and Mr. Fit- 
zgerald met for 45 minutes on the 
sidelines of foe European Com- 
munity summit in I Luxembourg 
Tuesday to discuss the agreement.
